LIVESTOCK MEN MAY 
MEET IN JANUARY 


Something Must Be Done to Assist 
Industry; Sooner the Better. 


Winnipeg, January 4—While no 
date has been set definitely for the 
federal and provincial conference on. 
the livestock situation in Western 
Canada, it is announced at the par- 
liament buildings the meetings 
would take place either the end, of 
January or ‘the first week in Feb- 
ruary. 

Hon. Neil Cameron, minister of 
agriculture, while declining to con- 
firm this announcement, declared it 
was the hope of his department to 
tring the conference on at ‘the earli- 
est possible date. Something must 
be done to assist the industry, he 
said, and the quicker the govern-

Were Watching Log Jam 

Kelso, Wash., January, 3.—At: least 
18 persons are missing,, and it is 
feared the death list may be even 
greatcr, as a-result of the - collapse 
of a suspension ‘bridge over the Cow- 
litz river, connecting East and West 
Kelso, last night. In the -confusion 
which reigned, accentuated by the 
failure of the town lighting system 
shortly after the accident, it is im- 
possible to account for all citizens, or 
to establish just who was ‘involved 
in the accident. Many persons were 
crossing the bridge to their homes 
and many more had gathered to 
watch the flood and a log jam just 
above the bridge. This jam, sud- 


denly breaking, caused the collapse |- 


of the bridge. About a score swam 
safely to shore, many more were 
picked up by boats. Six of these ara 
seriously injured.

powder .and paint is that any girl is 
“quite entitled ‘to: make herself look 
as artistically attractive as she can, 
and .the opemness.of the present day 
‘practice megatives. the suggestion 
_ that it is an attempt to deceive the 
’ innocent! and confiding young man 
‘into believing that what he sees is the 
red and white roses of ~blooming 
‘ youth rather -than the sophisticated 
‘product. of: the local drug store. - 
: The reply to this defence is that 
- powder and paint as generally used 
are not in the least artistic or attrac- 
tive. Art rarely or never can, rival 
nature. Usually it is well satisfied if 
it can make anything like an approxi- 
‘mation to nature, and when the in- 
itending artist has neither ‘skill nor 
-knowledge of her art, the result which 
she produces is merely a pasty crim- 
son blotch, which is immeasurably in- 
ferior to nature's feeblest efforts. As 
to whether it is healthy or not to 
Glog one’s skin with cosmetics, that 
is for doctors to decide. The average 
layman would be inclined to say tbat 
it.cannot be healthy. The suggestion 
that it involves its users in useless 
expense is obvious, ‘but if we insisted 
on this point, we should incur grave 
risk of being advised to take advan- 
tage of the British Empire’s mandate 
over Palestine and {join the other 
Jews in that historic land. 

Our contemporary’s next criticism 
was directed «to the modern short 
skirt, which was unsparingly con- 
demned as vulgar, “immoral and 
wholly indefensible. This is non- 
sense. The short skirt is ‘infinitely 
more hygienic than the trailing mi- 
érobe trap of former..days; it is 
easier’ to walk in, and generally, at 
least,. as comfortable as the long 
skirt. As to whether it is as artistic 
depends on the wearer. We almost | 
said that it took less matérial to make 
and was therefore cheaper, put the 
shadow of the already referred to 
exile to the suburbs of Jerusalem 
warned ‘us away” in time.

, them: while {it lasted to a half con- 
temptuous, sometimes  spuriously 
chivalrous * adoration? Do they 
realize how much that condition of 
passive and resigned inferiority is 
embodied or typified in long trailing 


robes which permit only of elegant in- 
activity? ‘Of course, there is a medi- 
um in all things, and the modern 
American girl who is.sald to powder 
her knees in public, has a mentality 
which is an unattractive blend of the 
orienta! harem and the occidental 
lunatic asylum, but she is an _ ex- 
treme case. 

Finally, do these critics raaliza 
the implied criticism which they pro- 
mounce:'on themselves when they say 
the'short skirt is vulgar? There {s a 
story: which may make this clear to 
them: more quickly than any theoret- 
ical. explanation. An artist was tak- 
ing a friend round a gallery of class- 
ical sculptures. They paused oppos- 
ite-a-nude figure. “Is not that in- 
decent?” said the friend. “No,” was 
the reply, “but your remark fs.” We 
recommend the critics to consider the 
implication, of. this. story.

HIGHEST WHEAT YIELD 
SINCE 1915 


Total Amount for 1922 Is Provisionally 
Placed at 391,425,000 Bushels. 


Ottawa, January 4—According to 
statistics which are jointly accepted 
by the Dominion and Provincial gov- 
ernments, the total yield of wheat 
for 1922 is provisionally estimated at 
391,425,000 ‘bushels. This is the 
highest of any yield since 1915, when 
the yield from the smaller acreage of 
15,109,410 was 393,542,000 bushels 
The area sown to wheat in 1922 is 
estimated at 22,422,693 acres. 

The wheat yield per acre in 1922, 
17% bushels, is also higher than in 
any year since 1915, when the average 
was 26 bushels. These figures arte 
taken from the monthly bulletin of 
agricultural statistics issued by tho. 
Dominion bureau of statistics. The 
total yield of oats for 1922, amount- 
ing to 513,033,000 bushels, has only 
once been exceeded. This was in 
1920, when the record was 630,709, 
700 bushels. The average? yield per 
acre of oats, 35%, bushel, is greater 
than in any year since 1916, when the 
average yield was 37.30 bushels. 

Other Grains 

The total estimated yield of barley 
in 1922 is 73,237,400 bushels, com- 
pared with 59,709,100 bushels in 
1921. 

Rye, 35,730,000 ‘bushels, against 21,- 
455,260 bushels in 1921; hay and 
clover, 14,547,000 tons, "against. il, 
366,100 tons in 1921. 

The total yield of potatoes fell 
from 107,346,000 bushels in 1921, to 
99,675,000 bushels last year. The 


yield of turnips, etc., is estimated at}, 


88,088,000 bushels in 1922, compared 
with 79,150,300 bushels in 1921, 


IS BEST MILKER IN THREE 
PRAIRIE PROVINCES 


Seven-Year-Old Holstein in Govern- 
ment Herd Gave 25,890 Pounds in 
Year 


Alberta has the champion Holstein 
cow of the three prairie provinces. 
This cow is one of ‘the Holstein herd 
of the Alberta Department of Agricul- 
ture which has until recently been 
kept at the Stony Plain Demonstration 
Farm, and is now at the government 
Farm at Oliver, near Edmonton. The 
cow is Camielle Abberkerk Korndyke 
32602 and is seven years old. It has 
recently completed a 365-day milking 
test under the’ Dominion R. O. P. in- 
spection, with 25,890 tbs. milk, 1,325 
tbs. butter; making her champion 
Helstein cow of the prairie provinc- 
es. Her highest day was 105 Ibs. 
milk —(ten and one-half gallons). 
Her highest month, October, 1921, 
was a daily average of 92.5 tbs. (nine 
gallons and a quart. Her daily aver- 
age for 365 dave was a little over 70 
lbs.—(seven gallons). 

This performance is remarkable, as 
it was made after giving birth to twin 
calves, and also during one of the 
driest summer seasons known in the 
district, when pasture lacked in quan- 
tity and succulence. The cow was on 
pasture twice daily during the sum- 
mer months. The feeds fed were all 
farm products, with some oil-cake 
meal added as a concentrate.

Yesterday one 
of the Alaskan’s boats drifted ashore 
on the west coast of Vancouver 
Island, a few miles from the Alas- 
kan’s’ destination, Barclay Sound. 
The boat contained 4 dead seaman 
and several of the Alaskan’s lifebelts. 
Distress signals were observed by the 
lighthouse keeper at Pachena Point, 
last Tuesday. The Alaskan and her 
personnel of eight men have been giv- 
en up as lost. 

The Alaskan's history in the 
few months has been a chapter of 
accidents, culminating a week 
ago in a fire in her boiler room, which 
brought her back to port with a red- 
hot funnel and steaming decks.

In vien of the fact 
that no charges: have been made 
against me, I consider this a very 
high-handed procedure. ~ 

I am fifty-four years of age, and 
Munroe is a much younger man, and 
well’ able’to make his living without 
this job. -In fact, he has ar, hotel 
here, which his wife attends to while- 
he works at the mine, where he mak- 
es good -money...-.-During the. Great 
War he was Tunning the ‘hotel and sat 
onthe exemption-.t tribunal, ; ‘for which 
T understand, he’ was. wall paid. Out- 
side of this, I do-not know that he did 
anything for his country at that time. 
However, it would appear that | this 
entitles him to preference in the eyes 
of the government over me, who gave 
up. the. position as postmaster at Wolf 
Creek inorder to“enlist. ‘The land 
office has always been held by the 
postmaster here ever since it was es- 
‘tablished, and-by a, returned man since 
the -war. There is. not very much in 
either office, and I consider that. I am 
.entitled to both. 

q have telegraphed the (Minister of 
the Interior protesting against this 
outrage, and I have also written him 
a létter. However; I want-you to back 
me up in my complaint, and to endeay-' 
cor to have action delayed until a full 
investigation can be made. If there 
dis any good reason why I should be 
relieved of this office, I certainly think 
it is up to the government to find some 
deserving returned soldier to fill the 
position, instead of giving it as a re- 
ward to ona of their political camp 
followers.
